" It is amusing to observe the 
temper shown when defeated by 
a, handful of citizens who tried to 
cram dowti the throats of the 
citizens of Danville a new char- 
ter. This new charter idea was- 
the greatest political movement 
that has ever occured in the his- 
:tory of our cky. They undoubted- 
ly thought that with the length of 
the charter that they could work 
in'; their political desires without 
--it being defected. 


This handful of'sitiRens appear 


to be irate, with everything in our 
•city. > It seems to us that this on 
ite""faee should - convince them 
that they are wrong or that they 
are. blind to everything that does 
not meet with their own/personal 
desires; 
"If the propoganda they are 
spWding in regards to schools 
had any foundation at all the 
people of our city would be up in 
arms but all of' it has fallen by 
'the wayside. The present char- 
; fer allows the school board to tax 
tip to a'dollar for school purposes 
while the new (political) charter 
Deduces this limit twenty-five per 
cent., otherwise making the limit 
seventy-five cents instead of one 
dollar as^it is now. 


All of the present schools were 


built without bond issue when 
the taxable value of the city was 
nine million dollars. Now the 
taxable value is over two and one 
half times this amount or other- 


, wise twenty-three million dollars. 


This is certainly convincing to a 
large majority of the citizens, 
and tax-payers that Danville has 
been in the bands of poor mana- 
gers. If the city fathers have un- 
wisely spent all the city's reve- 
nue and have neglected the 
schools, this does not mean that 
nothing zan be done. The schools 
need enlarging and the fire 
hazards remedied and if the 
city has no funds available for 
this emergency then we are sure 
that the tax-payers will gladly 
vote in favor of a reasonable 
bond issue. The school children 
should not be made to suiter be- 
cause the voters made the mis- 
take of electing the present coun- 
cQ.
